Inside a Lunatic Asylum. 
THE EXPERIENCES OF A REPURTER. 
(Coneluded,) 


TRANSFERRED TO QUIET WARDS. 


Late in the afternoon of Sunday, Aug. 18 
Dr. Burrilland a y-ung friend ent red Hal! 
KI. The reporter. was-soon after informed 
that be was st once to be transferred to Hall 
V,in the other building. As be had seen 
everythin be could expect te find out 
in the ball. he batted the nes with pleasure. 
He proceeded to bie cel!, and having obtain- 
ed one of bis satchels, be was conducted to 
the other buildipg, aud was assigned a room 
on Hall V, the second floor. ; 

His room adjoined the stairway, and wag a 
great contrast to the cell be bad just quitied. 
It bad two elothes-presses, a bureau, two 
beds, a small table, and a wasbstand. The 
floor was covered with a carpet of cheerful 
cvlors. The attendant Sweetman, througb- 
out the entire stay of the reporter, oecupied 
one of the beds in bis room. He always 
treated the ‘‘patient” civilly, and never fail- 
ed to respect the barmless wisbes when it 
was not aecessary to ‘‘see the docior.” 

The supper “bell. was sounded early after 
the reporter's arrival, io fact before be took 
formal possession of his room. . He proceeded 
by way of the stairs to the eating room on 
the ground floor, and was permitted to twke 
he seat at the table of attendant Bradley, 
which be bad betrre oceupied during bis 
first meal ia the institution, The comparas 
tive cleanliness of the dining-room was now 
seen. The stay in’ Hall XI. is sufficient to 
makeanything palatab'e, ifclean. Although 
there was no difference-io the bill of fare, ia 
the; present iottance the accompaniment of 
cups, saucers, milk, sugar, butter and side 
diabes made the meals vastly more enjoy~ 
able. The attendants, also, of whom there 
were three jn the southern’ add“ tw ta'the 
northern dibing-toods, were polite, if not 
perhaps as obliging. ian a few instances as 
they should bave been. The great and 
crowning fault of two-thirds of the meals at 
this as well ad ‘the other: ball was thet the 
bill of fare partook of a sameness which 
detracted greatly from the otherwise good 
ctedit of the culinary management. The 
amoust of food dealt out by the attendants 
was scarcely sufficient for any convalesciog 
patient. ° ; 

AMUSEMENTS; COMFORTS AWD PRIVILEGES. 


Returning to she: floor above, a billiard 
room was seen in which a game was goieg 
on. It was well lighted, and appeared to be 
the source of real enjoyment. The settees 
in the ball were cane-seated and of %® ver 
different order from those in the other Build- 
ing.

New Yorg, Oct 23—A special dispatch 
fromiGandon saya that the written jndgement 
in the San Juan afbliration .oaly auw -wants 
the signatare of the Etmjieror tt decides in 
favor of the Un:sted States of making the 
Canal de Haro the boundary. The cause of 
deny in the judgment is that an English 
diplumatic intrigue is on foot, the object of 
which is made to delay the Emperor's jndr- 
ment tu-the United States. and to cause the 
arbitration to hecome a failure. Odo Russell, 
the English Minister at Berlin, theretore 
strives to prevent the Emperor acting on the 
judgment, and is endeavoring to raise a false 
issue. The article in the Times of October 
18th wis inspired by the foreign: office and 
presents the siews.of the Government. It 
argues that the Emperor may decide upon any 
one of the three channels, and falsifies words 
of the “renty.* Judgement is reques'ed on 
two sp-tified points Should Rassell ‘ail to 
get the declaration favoring Rosario Channel 
for the boundary, he is to Intor for a negative 
jugement, that is that neither De Haro nor 
the Rosario be the channel described in the 
Treaty. Thas the arbitration will fail like 
that submitied previously to the King of che 
Netberiands, who; in-tead of giving a direct 
decision recommends a compromise. The 
“fort of Princess Victoria, the wife of tbe 
Crown Prince, bas been enlisied by those 
engaged in the intrigue. Rober, a Jew 
banker, an intimate associate of Bismarck, is 
very usetul in the matter to Russell. He hes 
just been appointed British Cousal General at 
Berlin. 

Loxpow, Ort, 23—A large meeting in favor 
of the ameesty of Feaian prisoners was held 
last evening in Manchester. Iseac Butt was 
tbe principel speaker, and in. the course of 
hie remarks, said that Ireland could never 
welcome Gladstone to Ireland, unless the 
amoesty to her sons was complete. He 
spoke in terms of vigorous censure. of the 
treatment aceorded the prisoners who alleged 
had suffered during the confinement, gross 
cruelties at the bunds of the jailers, 

Market Town North with Cheshire was 
partially flooded yesterdas by the overflow of 
the river. Considerable damage was done 
to property; the waters are now subsiding. 

dt. Pereassure, Oct. 23—Officisl advices 
report the discovery of a conspiracy in the 
Caucansus for the overthrow of the Russian 
authority in that province. A general up- 
rising of the tribes was iatended, but the 
leaders who contemplated revolt, were 
secured and imprisoned. 

Loxpon, Oct. 19.—The Board of Public 
Works voted almost unanimously in favor of 
removing tolls from the Waterloo Toll Bridge 
scross the Thames. A conference with the 
govergment for carrying out the measure 
will shortly be beld. 

Paris, Oct. 19—Mr, Sumner visited Gam- 
betta yesterday, and expressed the warmest 
sympatby with the French Repablic. Gam- 
betta was deeply impressed by the interview. 


BASTBRN STATES. 

New Yorg, Oct. 23—The horse disease 
which is raging in the citias of western New 
York has broken out bere, and “in Brooklyn, 
with great violence, Reporters who visited 
most of tbe principal stables say that seven 
bousaed borses were afflicted up. to lest 
“vening. The disease spreads witn terrible 
rapidity. I: is stared shat in one King's County 
stable; in four boure after the first case 
appeared, one th usiad horses were attacked 
There are grave fears that the disease will 
spread so a8 to materially interrupt much of 
the traffic throughout the city, 

Cuicago, Oct. 23—Specials from St. Louis 
represent the small pox ag raging there fear. 
fally, and state that the number of cases in 
the third weekin October was two handred. 

Dispatches state that the press have agreed 
to suppress facts for fear of injuring trade. 
As regular press dispatches have made no 
mention of such @ state of affaires as repre- 
sented by these specials, it is probable that 
the statements are exaggerated.
